Alberta Farmer Who Kept Record 
Shows that Money Can be Made 
Out of this Side Line, 

An example of the profits that may 
be made with poultry on western 
prairie farms is given by W. E. Deck- 
ard who farms near Bassano, Alta. 
On January Ist, 1920, he had on his 
two hundred and fifty-eight 
White Leghorn hens, From these 
hens they obtained and sold eggs to 
the value of $656.35. They used and 
set eggs to the value of $283.90. They 
also sold $105.79 worth of chickens 
and the value of the poultry they used 
at table was $14.10. This makes a 
total of $1,060.14 Against this feed 
to the value of $73.99 was bought, and 
about $200 of grain raised on the farm 
was given to the hens. The net profit, 
therefore, amounted to $786.15—not a 
bad return from a‘side line.

The husband of the insulted : 


was particularly bloodthirsty and 
quite mad with, rage. The young 


braves backed him up and were 
searching everywhere for.A——; no 
doubt it would have gone hard with 
him if his hiding place had been dis- 
covered. Our interpreter talked un- 
til he was hoarse trying to make some 
sort of settlement that night; they 
however would not treat. They would 
not. smoke, but clamored for the 
guilty man and threatened to burn the 
fort over our heads, Of course we 
could on no account surrender him to 
their far from tender mercies, Next 
day, by good luck, Chief Factor Mc- 
Donald returned sooner than expect- 
ed and there was a Grand Council 
held in the large Inc.an room of the 
fort, some forty of the leading Sioux 
being present. 

lt was a fine sight and quite an edu- 
cation for us youngsters to see this 
thin spare Scotchman walking up and 
down before the assembled warriors 
and rating them as if they were a lot 
of school boys. 1 only remember 
the general tenor of bis remarks 
which were chiefly delivered through 
an interpreter, though at times he 
would break into broken Sioux inter- 
spersed with Gaelic and Cree, 


The speech follows: 


"Did you never play the fool your- 
selves when full of fire water? The 
woman is not hurt, What is al) 
this fuss about? You wait until my 
back is turned and then rush in here 
at night trying to scarce everybody.” 
Shaking his first at them, “1 tell you, 
Sioux, af you are not more civil 1 will 
report you to the’ Queen’s Red Coat 
Soldiers at Fort Pelly. You cannot 
go back across the line as the Big 
Knives are waiting for you there. The 
Sioux nation will be wiped out like 
this” (clapping bis hands together), 
and so on in much the same strain, 

McDonald was nght. The Mount- 
ed Police were being organized at 
Fort Pelly that summer and the very 
fact of their red coats (whose num- 
bers of course were very much exag- 


gerated) had created a tremendous 
impression amongst al] the Indian 
tribes. 


After a long pow-wow, the damage 
to the Sioux husband's injured feel- 
ings was compensated by a substan- 
tial payment, which amount was duly 
oharged to the guilty clerk’s account, 
while he was smuggled out of the 
fort and sent back to his post with 
orders to stay there. Poor sinner, 
the company put up with his failings 
for Some years and then dismissed 
him, and from that his course was 
downward, 

A peculiar incident took place with 
the Sioux a little later on, A small 
band of Crees had come in from the 
plains and-camped on the west side 
of the fort (the Sioux were on the 
east), They were well supplied with 
buffalo robes, dried meat and pemi- 
can, also lots of ponies, This was 
very attractive to the Sioux who were 
as poor as the Crees were well off. 
They finally made friendly overtures 
to the Crees, which were accepted, 
and then challenged them to a great 
gamble, which was promptly taken 
up. 1 had never watched any Indian 
gambling so was very much interest- 
ed and had young McKay explain the 
procedure, which was simply a mat- 
ter of guessing right as to which hand 
held the button or whatever was used, 
The players, some eight or ten in 
number, sat opposite one another in 
a large tepee, their laps covered with 
a colored blanket. Tom-toms 
beating gently, louder, then furiously, 
while a continued “A,ha, A,ha” song 
went on in chorus. The hands were 
concealed, then waved in the air, and 
finally held rigid when the opponent 
made his choice.

Dandurand, O.M.1., who on March 23 
last celebrated the 102nd anniversary 
of his birth, died on Wednesday at St.

Ottawa—Hearing by the Govern- 
ment of the appeal from the decision 
of the Railway Board granting in- 
creased railway rates, was closed af- 

ster two days of argument before 
Prime Minister Meighen and several 
of his colleagues. The Prime Min- 
ister stated that due consideration 
will be given to the statements made 
before them, in defense of the rates 
judgment. He remarked that many 
of the matters discussed befork the 
miftisters were such as could only be 
determined by a properly constituted 
tribunal, such as the Railway Com- 
mission, Unless the Government 
proposed to reveres the decision of 
the board, it would be necessary for 
proposed to reverse the decision of 
whether ‘or not a policy has been 
adopted which is repugnant to pub- 
lig policy. 

Should it appear that am error had 
been made by the board, a reference 
back to that body would be appro- 
priate. However, much matter ha

SPEAKS A VANCOUVER. 


Liberal Leader Says That This Is a 
Moment of Transition in Political 
Conditions. 


eh doe, - 

Vancouver, B.C.—Before a_ great 
audience here which gave Hon, W. L. 
Mackenzie King and his colleagues a 
most enthusiastic reception and hear- 
ing, the leader of the Viberal party, 
addressing the second mecting of his 
tour of the western provinces, laid 
difference in attitude, imethods and 
outlook between the party in office at 
Ottawa and that-of the Liberal party. 

This is a moment of transition in 
social andpolitical conditions which 
will go far to determine the whole 
future trend of Canada’s destiny as 
a nation, and no man or woman, the 
Liberal chief declared, can afford to 
be neutral in his or her political al- 
legiance. The choice, he said, is be- 
tween those. who are not afraid of 
change in the social order, and those 
who resist change, and between those 
who are progressive and those who 
are reactionary. He said that in 
these days of readjustment, little 
thought or attention had been given 
to domestic affairs, that since the 
election of 1911, there had been no 
occasion on which the people of Cap- 
ada as.a whole had had an opportun- 
ity of hearing national issues discuss- 
ed with reference to those problems 
which are primarily of domestic con- 
cern, 

Hon. Mr. King discussed the lead- 
ing questions of the day, the cost of 
living and the tariff, declaring “that

Books of Brahmans Mention Flying 
Over Enemy Armies. 

Flying over enemy armies and 
causing them great loss; hurling 
bombs from the aeroplane, these very 
modern actions are mentioned in the 
traditional books of the Brahmans, 
particularly in the Ramayana, compil- 
ed about 500 B.C.

- Lake Port Shipments. 

The government report on the 
movement of last season's grain crop 
shows that 97,476,240 bushels of the 
total passed through the public and 
‘private elevators at the twin cities of 
Port Arthur and Fort William. Two 
main streams of wheat are shown as 
going to the United States, Of 
these 2,979,037 bushels went by way 
of Buffalo, and 1,167,959 . via other 
United States lake ports, and 19,037,-

Over Sunflower Crop 


— 


Large Areas in Alberta Were Sown 


to Sunflowers This Year. 
While the official crop reports con- 
tain statistics of record yields of 


wheat and oats and other coarse 
grains in many parts of the province, 
little dias been said this year about 
Alberta’s newest silage—sunflowers. 
Yet, this crop, which has been prov- 
ed by experiments ¢o0 be equal, ton 


for toh, to the best of the oldér silage | 


crops, while the yield per acre is ap- 
proximately double, has been cultivat- 
ed extensively in Alberta this year. 
"The exact acreage planted to this 
crop is not yet known, but very large 
areas in various parts of erta have 
been sown to sunflowers this year, 
and an abundant harvest is now be- 
ing gathered in, 

In every part of the province 
patches of sunflowers are to be found. 
These are now being cut and yields 
of from twenty to thirty-five tons to 
the acre obtained. New silos are to 
be seen everywhere and in another 
twelve months time, provided farm- 
ers are still as enthusiastic as at pres- 
ent, the total number will be more 
than doubled. 

The Cardston district of Southern 
Alberta may be taken as an example. 
Fight silos have been erected this 
year to take care of sunflowers on 
small areas. So successful has been 
the crop that the farmers now plan 
the construction of one hundred more 
silos in 1921 when the area sown to 
this crop will be increased from about 
50 to 1,000 acres. 


U.S. Millionaires 


Census Shows Every 2,100 .Is .In 
Million Group. 

Approximately 50,000 persons now 
may classify themselves - as mem- 
bers of the “millionaire group,” the 
Federal income tax returns indicate, 
says the New York Herald. 

The group, as unofficially com- 
puted here, includes the members of 
the families of 20,000 persons who 
in their returns confessed each to an 
income of at least $50,000 in 1919. 
This is the lowest probable return on 
$1,000,000. Under this definition the 
group, ofcourse, would include many 
high salaried executives. Some of 
these no doubt could show a capital 
wealth of $1,000,000. 

War profits, however, are known 
to have increased considerably the 
millionaire group. In 1917, it num- 
bered only slightly more than 16,000.

An American View 
Of Problems Confronting 
War-Stricken Europe 


(Richard Spillane in the Philadelphia 
» Public Ledger) 

If the French or British or Ttalians, 
or any of the Europeans, do anything 
or say anything that smacks of in- 
gtatitude to America, be tolent. War 
has left an aftermath of problems that 
are so difficult of solution and in sorre 
instances are becoming so complicat- 
ed that they must be excused if, at 
times, they give an exhibition of what, 
in the case of an individual, would be 
called “nerves.” 

Take the case of the British. They 
must control a large part of the trade 
of the world or they cannot thriye. 
They draw raw materials from all sce- 
tions of the globe and send back fin- 
ished goods, If they lose their large 
markets their industries are imperiled. 
India is their largest single market for 
cotton goods. Without the trade of 
India Lancashire would be hard hit. 
In the war period Japan and America 
made heavy inroads in India. Great 
Britain has recovered considerable of 
the business, but is far from being 
back in her old position, 

Before the war Great Britain had a 
pronounced advantage in overseas 
trade by reason of shipping coal to 
many parts of the world—always hav- 
ing an outgoing cargo—and thereby 
being able to offer moderate freight 
rates on the return voyage. Now 
Great Britain has lost control of coal. 
Production prices in Wales and Eng- 
land arg so excessive that British coal 
exports have declined from 70,000,000 
tons a year in pre-war times to about 
one-third of that amount today. If 
Great Britain is to recover her posi- 
tion on the sea it must be through de- 
velopment of oil supplies. In this 
she is far behind America. 

Through mandate and by conquest 
Great Britain added to her domain, 
owing to the war, 1,500,000 square 
miles of territory—an area about 
equal to all of the United States east 
of the Mississippi. It is questionable 
whether this is an asset or a liability.

It is not unlikely the British, in des- 
perate endeavor to recover their for- 
eign commerce, will do many things 
that will irritate Americans, especially 
as America has a merchant marine 


sccond only to the British, In. two 
big markets—South America and the 


Far East—the British and Americans 
will be sharply competitive. The. Brit- 
ish will have the advantage of long ex- 
perience and well-established banking 
and commercial agencies. The Ameri- 
cans will be favored by ability to fin- 
ance new developments and make 
government and other loans that in- 
fluence trade. 

France, always mercurial, has 
swung from excessive praise of 
America to carping criticism Why 
not? By legislative a¢t we have de- 
prived her of the great market for one 
of her chief products—wine. The 
millions of dollars she got yearly for 
her champagnes are cut off. She is 
punished additionally by the debase- 
ment of the franc when, with it, she 
is compelled to buy American goods.

“A love of books has never been a 
passion of the average youth in any 
country in any age, but it is probably 
true that new forms of amusement 
are occupying the leisure of increas- 
ing numbers of boys, girls and 
youths,” the Toronto Globe says. 
“Motoring and golf are the recreations 
of a minority, and often pay dividends 
in health. The moving picture is the 
pastime of the majority, and if it can- 
not be made an educational influence 
it should at least be deprived of its 
power for evil. Professor Morrison 
is speaking half-figuratively when he 
says the garage has displaced the lib- 
raty, but the youth who is neglecting 
his cducatiéh is the one who drives 
his father’s motor car. and when any- 
thing goes wrong with it sends it to 
a@ garage and pays no further atten- 
tion to it until it is ready for use 
again, If he tries to master the 
mechanism of a motor car he is sharp- 
ening his faculties, and may be led to 
a study of mechanical principles 
which will send him to the library. 
The tragedy of so inany young people 
is that they have no mental curiosity 
of any kind, literary, scientific or mé- 
chanical,

mercially Valuable Resistant

The extreme difficulty of produc- 
ing a rust-resistant wheat is outlined 
| by W. P. Thompson, professor of bio- 
logy at the Saskatchewan University, 
in a paper read at the recent Saska- 
toon conference and entitled “Breed- 
ing Wheat for Rust Resistance.” 

At the outset, the speaker differ- 
entiated between a rust-resistant 
wheat and a rust-escaping wheat, that 


of early maturity or other reasons, 
Up, to the present time, varieties that 
are truly rust resistant are those 
which have no commercial value. 

The speaker declaréd that he had 
tested practically ‘all the varieties 
for which rust-resistance had been 
claimed, in addition to hundreds’ “of 
varietids from nearly every wheat- 
growing country in the world. “Out 
of all the varicties tested,” said the 
speaker, “less than a dozen showed 
true resistance, and of these none are 
of commercial value for other reaseis, | 
unless it be one or two of the Macar- 
oni type, whose drawbacks are fami-| 
liar., Practically all the resistant 
varieties are durums or emmers. No 
consistently resistant bread wheats | 
have been found.”
